The accommodation for the teacher, 
who is married with a family, at the above school, 
is certainly not adequate for a family. It is 
simply two small rooms, a part of the school 
building, and I understand that the Indian Agent 
for Manitoba did some time ago, recommend the 
building of an addition to the school to be used 
as part of the residence. 


The purpose of this letter is mainly 
to acquaint you with the facts and to advise you 
that I know the situation at Ebb & Flow very well 
and there is very real need of additional living 
accommodation, and that if it is at all possible, 
Something should be done before the coming winter.

In a report to the Department dated 
November 29, 1938, you intimated that the living 
accommodation at the Ebb and Flow Indien Day School 
was wholly inadequate for the present teacher and 
her family. 


When Mrs. Adam was appointed as 
teacher of this school, the appointment was made on 
the recommendation of Archbishop Sinnott, who intin- 
ated that a married teacher might be employed for 
a year and that later a better arrangement might be 
mede. It might be well if you discussed this matter 
with Archbishop Sinnott. The Department feels under 
no obligation to provide living quarters for a 
married teacher at this school. The present policy 
is, as you know, to employ only single teachers or 
women whose husbands are physically incapacitated. 
It would appear that in this case the husband is a 
trader outside the reserve. 


Your immediate attention to this matter 
will be very much appreciated.

Complaints have reached the Department 
that the living quarters for the teacher at the Ebb 
and Flow Indien Day School are not sufficiently large. 
Some months ago we wrote to Inspector Hamilton in 
regard to this matter and he submitted detailed infor- 
mation regarding the material required to enlarge the 
teacher's living quarters. 


I understand that enlarging the building 
would involve an expenditure of approximately $700.00. 
In our estimates for the current fiscal year this 
amount was not specifically included. However, if 
there is a real necessity for an addition to this 
building it might be possible to allocate funds for 
the purpose. Could Indian labour be secured? 


I have been informed that the teacher's 
husband is residing at the school. Is he physically 
capable of earning a living? If not, what does he 
do at the school? Is it due to the fact that there 
are two persons living in the teacher's living 
quarters that requests are reaching us for enlarged 
accommodation? An immediate reply would be appreciated.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of 
Department letter of June 10th, and regret 
the delay in answering. This was due to 
the payment of treaty. 


There are two rooms at present in the 
teacherage which is .4 part: of the school 
building, the size of the rooms is approx- 
imately 12 x 13 each. I suggested that a 
lean too additionbe built 12 x 26, This 
would give two additional rooms. Indian 
labour would not be experienced enough with- 
out the help of a white foreman. The 
cramped space is not altogether due to the 
teacher (Mrs.Adam) being married. There is 
no family. The husband runs a small store 
outside the reserve, about one mile from the 
school. He is apparently physically capable 
of earning a living. He does no work around 
the school, Under present conditions the 
living quarters are too small, They are too 
small for a single man as there is no extra 
accomodation for visiting officials. The 
present arrangement meane that the Adams give 
up their bed to accomodate officials and use 
the Indian school room as an extra bedroom,

Your letter =i. tente of date the Sth.of August wae 
received in due course,with copy of a petition received from the 
Pairford band of Indians,which petition asked for the dismissel of 
Mr.Hyson the teacher of the Improved day~school,on that reserve. 

I beg leave to report on this matter ease follows,1 inter~- 
viewed neerly all of the Indians who a@igned the petition and some 
whose names were not attached thereto. 

Mr.Hyson has a 4ifficult position to fill on thie reserve, 
seeing that he is the custodian of the destitute supplies,and nearly 
always has supplies on hand,when often the stores at thet point sare 
entirely out of flour,and the members of the band come to him and 
ask him to lend them flour till the Merchants get theirs in. He has 
to refuse them,and in consequence makes enemies of some members of 
the band. The last time I was at the school,one of the leading men 
4n the band asked me to try and get Mr.Hyson to loan him e sack of 
flour,as there was none to be obtained at the Fairford stores. I 
explained to him fully Mr.Hyson's position as the official in charge 
of the destitute supplies,and that he could not om any account give 
these supplies to any one but the destitute. Mr Hyson has charge 
of the medicines,and is the one charged with the duty of calling in 
the Doctor in case of ilness,if he does not consider it necessary to 
send for him,snd anything goes wrong,he gets all the blame. 

Last apring the Indians of the reserve cut a lot of ary 
wood without a permit from the Agent, and they blame Mr Hyson for giving 
Mr Ogiltree information on the matter,but Mr Ogiltree informe me that 
he got his knowledge of this when he visited the reserve in gune,and 


seised the wood some days later. Alexander Letander blames Mr.Hyson 


for his daughters death,but I investigated this charge last year and

He also says that it was Hamilton Letandre who told them about 
Mr-Hyeon having sent word to Agent Ogiltree that the wood was 
dDeing cut without es permit,and that this caused the seizure of 
the wood. He says that Archbishop Matheson gave them Mr.Hyson 

and they ought to be satisfied with him, Mrs Hyson also is a good 
woman,and teaches their children how to sew,knit,and keep house. 
When they were talking this mater over at Upper Feirford, and 
outside of any building,H.Letander went into the Icelandic Store 
end came out with the petition in a few minutes,and seid sign k 
here,sign here,and the most of them who were present signed. 
Gilbert Cook whose name is on the petition,says that he 414 not 
sign it,and that Mr.Hyson is a good man,and that his wife is a 


g00d woman,and that he hes no fault to find with either of them. 


Alexanders Letander's only reason for wanting Mr.Hyson removed 

is that he did not act promptly in Calling the Doctor when his 
daughter was sick about two years ago» The girl died and he still 
feels that if the Doctor had been called right away she might 
have recovered. He has nothing against Mr.or Mre. Hyson as 
teacher or matron,and is sending his children to the school.

I am sending my children 
to the school,and would like to see the Department arrange to 
pay for the conveying the children to the school,as it wae the 
first year. |He wants permission to put up a small stable at or 
near the school,if he does this he will give his ohildren a pony

William Sumner signed the petition juet because he was asked,es 
for himself he knows nothing against Mr.or Mrs.Hyson,he was told 
by Alexander,and Hamilton Letander,that they ought to get a new 
teacher,and he thought he would sign the petition to have him 

removed. He thinks that the Government ought to carry out their 


promise and haul their children to the school. 


Jim Thompson says that he signed the petition because the Chief 
told him that his children were not learning very fest,as for 
himself he knows nothing,he does not send his children to the 
school,as he lives too far away. 

Thomas Store wae at the meeting where they telked about getting 
Mr.Hyson dismissed,and heard all that took places I heard them 

say thet the reason they wanted him dismissed was because he 

sent word to Mr.Ogiltree about the wood being cut without ao 
permit. I knew nothing this matter and would not sign the petition. 
I know nothing egeainst Mr.Hyson,end as 1 live too far awey from 
the school,do not send my cohildren,end do not know anything re- 
garding Mr-Hyson as a teacher.

The first standard pupils reed fairly well in the first 
primer,and sre good at spelling. ‘They can do small sums in 
eddition,and are making good progress at writing. 

The second standard read well in the 2né book at any place 
I asked for,and@ could spell any word in their lessons. They do 
sums up to long division,end are good writers. 

The 3rd standard read well at severalpleces in the 3rd. 
book (picked by me ),and are very well on in spelling. In arith- 
metic they 4o all sorts of problems,up to and including fractions. 
They are elso good at writing. i inspected the teble while 
they were having their lunch,andé I found the bill of fare as 
follows, Porridge ,potatoes,biscuit,tea,and plenty of it. Mrs. 
Hyson has 6 clase every afternoon for girls,where she teaches 
them to sew knit and keep house. The poor attendance at the 
time of my visit,was on account of the children staying home to 
help their parents pick the potato crope This school is kept 
very clean and neat,and all the school material is in the very 
best of order,and Mrs.Hyson has her portion of the building in 
good order.

The number of children of school age within two miles of 
the school is, as told me by the field matron, Mrs Hyson, 
35 and the attendance should be very much larger than the 
register shows. 


The chief and councilaps of this band, though spoken to by 
me on many occasions, have not been able to keep the child- 
ren going to this school, though the Chief and Councillor 
John R, Woodford have done their best to keep the children 
going to school, but they tell me that a large number of 
the band do not like Mt, Hyson and in consequence are 
careless about the matter. the real reason for this dislike 
is that Agent Ogletree gives him too much agéncy work to 

do and this gets him in wrong with & large nutiber of the 
band and this tas a bad effect on the School, Mr. Hyson 

is perfectly competent to téach these Tidian children all 
that it is necessary for them to learn, He was & scout~- 
master in England, is well educated and though he has had 
no normal training he has a good general knowledge of how 
to impart what he knows.

I explained to 
them that the experiment was not uniformly successful, and that 
recently, where such a combination exists, 1 have had complaints 
that the Bis sleners was giving all his time to the School and 
neglecting his pastoral work, They persisted in their plea 
however, and the enclosed is the result, 


I may state that some time ago I had complaints about 
the inefficiency of Mr, Hyson, etc.,, and I wrote to Mr. Qgletre 
whom, promised 1, hold an investi gation and let me know the 
outgome, but I have never heard from him since, 


My opinion is that the discontent arises, not fully 
perhaps but largely from a dislike to Mr, Hysen though I am not 
aware of any reason for such, He appears to be a pleasant man but 
certainly the attendance at the scheol is most discouraging, and 
in my address to them on Sunday I spoke strongly of the neglect 
of the parents in sending their children to|s¢hool and told them 
that we white people had to make sacrifices to have our children 
educated and that they should do the same especially as the educ- 
ewation cost them nothing.

I understand from His Grace the Archbishop 
that it has been decided by the Church that Mr. and 
Mre. Hyson are to be removed from Fairford School. 


I beg to say that I consider thie a grave 
mistake as both Mr. and Mre. Hyson have done good work 
at Fairford, and if these people are removed by re- 
quest of the Indians, there will always be trouble 
there. 

It is no fault of Mr. Hyson that there is 
not a better attendance at the school, the whole 
trouble is the location of the school. We could have 
a@ good attendance there if the children were taken 
to and from the school. 


It is impossible to compel children to come 
three miles to school.

Memorandum/#or File: 


Mr. and Mre. Hyson were appointed Teacher and Matron, 
respectively, at the Fairford Improved Day School, Portage agency, 
in February 1916, at salaries of $600 and $300. 


The Department turned down 4 petition of the Indians 
that Mr. Hyson be diemiseed, in November 1918. It appears to be 
a personal dislike for the teacher that keeps the attendance low 
and the Indiane dissatisfied. Mr. Inspector Jackson reported 
that the small attendance was caused by Mr. Hyson's unpopularity. 
It is stated that Mr. Agent Ogletree gives Mr. Hyson agency work, 
the execution of which hae given rise to the dissatisfaction on 
the part of the Indians. 


In April 1921 the Department turned down another pet- 
ition from the band. The agent reported that Mr. Hyson had had 
trouble as Dispenser of Rations, etc., and in the collection of 
personal loans to the Indians. 


In Auguet 1921 the Chief and two other Indians petit- 
ioned the Department again, and were again refused. 


In September 1921, His Grace the Archbishop of Rupert's 
Land was petitioned, and he suggested to the Department the 
compuleory clause to solve the difficulty. We informed His Grace 
that it might be advisable to have Mr. Hyson transferred, and 
Archbishop Matheson thought that the epring and summer of 1922 
would give him an opportunity to place the teacher at another 
point.

There is an improved day school on the reserve, which was 
built in 1916, At the time of my visit it was closed for 
the summer holidays, and I was, therefore, unable to 
examine the children, I, however, had an interview with 
Mr. Hyson, the teacher, who informed me that the attendance 
had been very irregular, especially during the winter months 
due to the fact that the children have from 7 to & miles 

to travel to attend school, as nearly all the Indians live 
near the Fairford River, and on that portion of the Reserve 
towards Lake St. Martin, 
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Ottawa, Sept. 11, 1922.

Indian Day School be granted permission to diemies the children 
at 3.30 p. m. each day during the winter monthe, on account of the 
dietance some of them have to travel in returning to their homes. 


In reply I beg to say that, as teame are provided to 
drive the children to and from their homes, it is not clear under 
theee circumetancee why it shoulé be found necessary to close the 
gohool earlier than the hour granted to any of our other Indian 
day echools. While we are anxious to do everything poeeible to 
make thie echool ea success, yet we do not desire to create a 
precedent, and, unlese a very satisfactory reacon ie advanced, we 
are not prepared to accede to the chief's request. We are aware 
that a number of the children have a considerable distance to go 
in returning to their homes, but, ae teame are provided, this 
should overcome any difficulty that would be experienced if they 
head to walk. On very cold or stormy days, the teechers could 
uee their @iecretion and diemiee echool before the reguler hour - 
firet, however, arranging with the drivere to be on hand in time. 


I shall be pleased to have a further report from you 
ae to the need of a change in the Department's regulations in 


regard to the Pairford school by granting permiesion to diemice 
/piasees before the regular hour for closing.

A few days ago I received a letter from 
Mise A.H.Thomas, teacher at the Pairford School, 
reporting that on account of an epidemic of measles on 
the reserve, which, however, was not of a severe form, 
the Doctor thought it wise to close the school, but 
that the Indian Agent had objected and insisted on its 
being re-opened. 


I telegraphed to Dr. Peake at Ashern, asking 
him if he had advised the closing of the school, and he 
replied in the affirmative. I immediately wired to Miss 
Thomas that the school might be closed temporarily on the 
Doctor's advice. These telegraphic exchanges were 
followed by a letter from Ur. Peake, stating that he had 
advised Mise Yhomas to close the school and notified the 
Agent, lire A. Ogletree, who replied stating that the 
Department did not wish the school closed for measles and 
requested him to telephone Miss Yhomas to re-open ite 


Ae Dre Peake advised the closing of the school 
I cannot understand Agent Ugletree’s attitude in insisting 
that it should be re-opened, and supporting his devision 
on the ground that the bepartment did not wish the school 
Closed because measles had developed. I think there mest 
have been some misunderstanding and I should be glad to 
know if the lepartment issued any inetructions to Mr. 
Ogletree which would have resulted in his running counter 
to the Doctor's recommendation.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department letter 
dated the 9th. instant and wish to advise that I see no 
reason for an increase in the pupilage of the Fairford 
Improved Day School at the present time. A number of 
the Indians of the Lake Reserves fish at the Hatchery 
(Little Saskatchewan Reserve No. 48A) during the win- 
ter months and in many cases their families accom- 
pany them. This year the school van was discontinued 
and the children from across the #airford River have 
three miles to walk. I would suggest that if the 
van is to be discontinued indefinitely, that the 
senior school be moved to the bank of the river. 

This would take care of all the children at Lower 
‘airford and would be a separate day school, The 
teacher would have a welk of approximately one and a 
half miles to the improved day school where she would 
board. 


I intend to visit the Lake Reserves immediately 
after the New Year and & further report will be for- 
warded when I return.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Department letter 
of the 2nd. instant received this morning. In reply 
I wish to say that there is evidently a misunder- 
standing in the school situation at Fairford. The 
main school is an Improved Day School housing the 
junior class room and the living quarters of the staff, 
The senior class room is a small school apart from 
the Improved Day School. The work of moving the large 
school could not be done by Indians, and the cost 
would be tremendous, as a complete new basement would 
have to be built. The moving of this school was not 
suggested as it is necessary to take care of the 
children from the west end of the reserve. In this 
connection I would refer to my report of December 21, 
This report was again referred to in my further re- 
port of January 27, and in my letter of March 19th., 
the moving of the small school was again stated. 


The moving of the small school will not dispense 
with the services of one teacher. It will dispense 
with the van service and draw the children from 
the south end of the reserve and across the river. 
The Improved Day School would take care of the chil- 
dren from the large settlement near the village of 
Fairford. This is set out in my letter of December 
21st. 


His Grace, the Archbishop of Rupert's Land wrote 
to me on the 25th. of March, and enolose, herewith, 
a copy of his letter and a copy of my reply. 


I also wish to advise that the small school has 
been moved to the new site and the cement has been 
shipped. The work will be completeg as soon 4s weather 
conditions permit.

We wish to report to you the difficult situation 
existing in connection with the two day schools on the 
Fairford Reserve. Some years ago the Department 
considered it advisable to erect a second school about 
four miles south of the main school and teacherage. 
For one year the teacher for the South Centre lived 
at the teacherage but she found that the walk of four 
miles to the South Centre during all kinds of weather 
was so difficult that she resigned and since then we 
have not been successful in obtaining a teacher for the 
school. We are inclined to think that the only 
solution is for a teacherage to be erected at the south 
Centres We would be glad to know if the Department 
@uld consider such action.

As pointed out in previous correspondence, the 
Department finds it necessary to reduce the cost of the midday 
meal. Comparing the attendance at Vairford and the other 
schools, I think you will agree that the expenditure at this 
school has been larger than it should have been. During the 
current fiscal year, the discontimance of the services of the 
kitehen help, as authorized by official letter of the 16th in- & 
stant, will reduce the expenditure considerably but this is not 
a sufficient reduction. You should at once take up with the 
teachers the question of reducing the expenditure for midday 
meal purposes to an amount that will compare favourably with 
the expenditures at the other schools. 


The expenditure at the Swan Lake School is also high 

» as intimated in official letter of the 12th instant, the 

Department will expect the teacher and yourself to arrange for 
a considerable reduction. 


With regard to the other schools in your agency, the 
Department considers that the amount expended for midday meal 
purposes this year should not exceed what was spent during the 
fiscal year for which the figures are given above. 


A decision as to what supplies are to be furnished 
will be left te yourself and the teachers concerned.

The Department considers that an ex~ 
penditure of $100 for midday meal supplies should be 
sufficient, in view of the fact that, ae stated in your 
letter of October 10, 1932, it is not necessary to supply 
a midday meal at the Swan Lake School, and the further 
fact that, at those schools where a midday meal is tr 
it should only be supplied from November let to April + 


You state that a limited amount of milk ie 
required to make the cocoa palatable. Please state the 
approximate cost. It ie presumed that you intend to 
use either milk powder or condensed milk. In either 
case, your estimate regarding the amount necessary should 
be considerably less than the amount paid for milk during 
the last academic year. On receipt of your reply, the

I have your letter of the 26th instant, 
regarding the supplies required for the pupile' mid- 
day meals at the eight day echoole in your agency. 


In reply I have to say that you may 
ineur an expenditure which must not exceed the sum of 
$200, in the purchase of the supplies required, in- 
cluding dry milk powder and vegetables. You should 
consult tue teachers concerning the supplies required 
and apportion the expenditure allowed in the purchase 
among the different schools. The Department will 
leave in your hands the purchasing of the supplies to 
be used for the midday lunch; but, as stated, the total 
cost must not exceed $200. You should obtain itemized 
accounts, in triplicate, covering the expenditure for 
each of the achoole, separately, or you should state 
definitely on the accounts the cost of same for each 
echool. 


Our funds this year are so limited, that 
the above amount is all that can be allowed for the 
purpose of providing supplies for the midday meals. 

With the biscuite that have been furnished, the sum 
allowed should provide a fair allowance for this purpose. 


I have also your letter of the 27th 
instant, stating that you have arranged for the van to 
transport the children from Lower Fairford to and from 
the Fairford Improved Indian Day School. It is presumed 
that the cost involved will be the same as previously 
paid for this service, viz-: $2.00 per day. It is 
considered that the driving of these children should be 
for a period of eix months - until the end of April, 
next. You should forward accounts, in triplicate, for 
the amount due for thie service, at the end of each 
nonth.

I have to advise that the drilled well at the Fairford 
Improved Day School has caved in and it has been necessary 
to haul ice a distance of six miles to keep the school going. 

I have had a well driller look at the well- the only 
driller in the district~ and he sets a price of $50.00 for 
the moving of his/@@@@ from Gypsumville, and states the pro- 
bable cost of the well repair will be in the neighbourhood 
of $150.00. 

The casing of this well has dropped to the bottom, shut- 
ting off the suppl of water, the cave in being above the 
casing. I have had a man fish the casing out and clean the 
gravel out, The cost of this work will be in the neigh- 
bourhood of $25.00. A piece of pipe 4" by 24 feet long is 
necessary to fit inside the casing. I have asked The Cadham 
Hardware Co. of Portage la Prairie to furnish me with a price 
on this casing f,0.b, Fairford. It is necessary that this 
casing be put in immediately, 

It was imperative thet the well be repaird at once, as 
the ice in the Pairford River is now flooded, the water not 
being fit to drink and it would be practically impossible to 
haul water that distance in sufficient quantities to keep the 
school going. The lake, the nearest péint where good water 
ean be obtained is eigh’ miles away, making a sixteen mile 
trip. 

I trust the Department approve of my action in this 
matter.
